Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4-5 and 7-1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art Iwaizono (US Patent Number 6,714,882) and Sakakibara et 
al (U.S. Publication 2003/0178968) fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, "a 
power supply system comprising a forced discharge portion for recognizing an 
abnormality of the power supply when the temperature of the power supply is not 
lower than a first temperature and the voltage of the power supply is not lower 
than a first voltage in a state in which a power feed from the power supply to a 
portable equipment is off, for forcedly discharging the power supply until the 
voltage of the power supply reaches a second voltage, and for electrifying a 
notification portion by the power supply, thereby making the notification portion 
continuously notify a message indicating that the abnormality is being avoided", 
as found in independent claims 1 , 9 and 10. Claims 2, 4-5, 7-8 and 1 1 are dependent 
from claims 1 , 9 and 10 and are allowed for the same reasons.
